Additional reconstruction 
promotes limb salvage 


Patients with acute arterial occlusion in 
danger of immediate limb loss often gain 
short-term and long-term benefits from a 
combination of embolectomy and other 
vascular reconstructive procedures. 
Investigators from Loyola University Medical 
Center, Maywood, Ill, report on the effects 
of additional vascular reconstruction in 
Archives of Surgery. 

The primary investigator, Timothy Field, 
MD, reviewed the records of 61 men with 
acute arterial occlusion, of whom 18 
required additional vascular reconstructive 
procedures. The other 43 patients had a 
standard thromboembolectomy. An 
additional reconstructive procedure was 
required because of failure to reestablish 
inflow or outflow after thromboembolectomy. 
Six patients had distal bypasses, five had 
extraanatomic bypasses, six had 
profundoplasties, and one had an 
aortotomy. 

In the immediate postoperative period, 
none of the 18 patients requiring additional 
reconstructive procedures died, and 83.3% 
had successful limb salvage. All but six of 
the patients had good functional results. 

Morbidity occurred in three patients. One 
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experienced a footdrop, another had a 
persistent causalgia, and the third had 
one-half block claudication. In the long-term 
follow-up period, which ranged from six 
months to five years, three patients 
required amputation. One patient in this 
group had a subsequent operation because 
of a clot in the thrombectomized 
femoropopliteal graft. Three patients died 
during the follow-up period: two of 
carcinoma and one of cardiac causes. 

Dr Field and his colleagues stressed that 
the additional procedures should only be 
performed when the salvaged limb will be 
functional. Also, the additional surgery 
should not greatly increase the patient's 
risk of death. Of the 61 patients included in 
this review, 71% maintain good functional 
ability in the follow-up period. 

In the immediate postoperative period, 
there were six deaths among the 61 
patients. Dr Field said, “We believe 
aggressive management of acidosis, 
congestive failure, arrhythmias, fluid and 
electrolyte balance, and selection of the 
least stressing form of anesthesia (usually 
local) all contribute to this acceptable 
mortality.” 
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
